I often have wondered why more is not 
done by the Free State authorities to draw 
the attention not only of visitors, but of 
our own people, to the |archwological 
treasures which they possess at Mellifont 
and Monasterboice. 1 have been at both 
places several times ; yet when I[ took some 
continental friends to see them a few days 
ago I found ‘some difficulty in finding my 
way. Generally, the A.A. |signposts in 
Ireland are admirable, but Mellifont and 
Monasterboice seem to have been neglected, 
with the result that the journey from 
Drogheda is largely a matter lof luck. My 
friends were deeply impressed by ‘both 
places, but they expressed the view that the 
first step that ought to be taken by the 
authorities to improve Mellifont is to 
remove the monstrous mill that was built 
many years ago cheek by .jowl with the 
old . abbey. Mellifont was the . first 
Cistercian foundation in this country, and, 
although little remains of its beauties, 
there is enough. to prove leven to the 
Philistines that it was a centre of 
European culture in its day. 


AC onasterboice. 


Monasterboice, of course, is|marvellous.. 
Its famous Celtic cross—indeed, there are 
two of them—represents the highest 
achievement of Irish art. But here again 
it is a great pity that such a wonderful 
piece of sculpture should be | surrounded

yy so many efforts of well-meaning, but . 
. . - -& 


ardiy artistic, tombstone-makers to 
imitate its beauties. It is only when one 
visits places like Monasterboice in com- 
pany with others that one begins to realise 
the artistic value to this country of relics 
such as the Celtic cross. I should be very 
to see such places exploited by show- 
men after the fashion adumbrated by Mr. 
“John Bull’s Other Island,” but 
something could, and should, be done to 
make them more accessible to the tourist, 
and to give him some authoritative infor- 
mation concerning their origins and their 
history. 


At the Gate. 


I met my friend, Mr. Richard Rowley, 
after the performance at the Gate last 
night, and found him enthusiastic about 
a Dublin audience. Never. even in his 
native North, had his work been listened 
to with such earnest attention, For mry- 
self, IT think that I never have heard a 
Dublin audience demonstrate more 
strikingly its genuine feeling for good 
art. The vogue of the one-act play has 
for reason suffered eclipse;. yet 
there is no doubt that in the one-act play 
alone can a. wholly satisfactory work of 
dramatic art be produced. Human 
frailty sets a definite limit to the time 
of human attention. The consequence is 
the breaking up of steady and rising 
‘dramatic interest by two or three inter- 
vals. The dramatist does his best, byt. it 
is by artifice rather than art that he 
bridges the absurd, if necessary, interrup 
tion of intervals. At the Gate Theatre 
last night four short plays held the atten 
tion of an audience It is unnecessary 
nowadays to speak of G.B.S.’s “ Dark 
Lady of the Sonnets.’’ Lady Longford's 
little play was fresh, charming and spon 
taneous, and her interpreters no less so 
Miss Ria Mooney’s performance in the 
Eugene O'Neill piece will long be remem- 
bered in Dublin.

Poetry is supposed to know no frontiers, 
and there will be much searching of heart 
as well as some amusement in this country 
at the description that is given of authors 
whose work is inelnded in the . new 
anthology entitled ‘‘ The Modern Muse.”’ 
This anthology comprises poems of to-day 
written in these islands, the United States 
and the Dominions. It is published for 
the Enghsh Association by the Oxford 
University Press, and therefore has highly 
respectable and, indeed, eminent sponsors ; 
but the compilers fall down very badly 
when they come, in theit index of authors, 
to define the nationalities of the poets 
whose verse they honour. Mr. Yeats is 
described as a citizen of the Irish Free 
State. So is.James Joyce, who has never 
been in this country since the Free State 
was founded, and almost certainly would 
resent the implied loss of his Irish birth- 
right. 1 wonder whether Mr. Eric R.

I am glad to hear good reports of the 
Irish Fencing Club, which was started 
in Dublin last November through the 
efforts of Mr. Guy Perrem and Mr. W. 
H. B. de Courcy Wheeler, Mr. Perrem 
became interested in fencing when he was 
a student a few years ago at the Lycée 
Henri IV., which is a military college 
where fencing is compulsory. He was 
coached by Monsieur Georges Rouleau, an 
ex-champion of France, and before leav- 
ing the college won its championship and 
the Lycée’s medal. An advertisement in 
this newspaper, and a paragraph which I 
wrote at the time, resulted in the forma- 
tion of a club, which now has fifty mem- 
bers. The Earl of Iveagh has become 
its patron, and the clib has been provided 
through his generosity with excellent 
quarters at Earlsfort terrace. Men and 
women alike are eligible for membership, 
and the club meets four times a week for 
tuition and practice. There is no more 
skilful art than that of fencing, and it is 
also an admirable exercise. I am told that 
several young Dubliners are showing great 
promise, and in time the club hopes to 
be able to send teams to compete against 
British and continental represeptatives. 
There was a time when Irishmen were 
very quick with their swords. The Wild 
Geese and other members of the Irish 
Brigades ‘that fought’ for France were 
noted swordsmen, but the art of fencing 
has been allowed to die in Ireland during 
recent years. 2

BRITISH REVENUE. 


SURPLUS OF - OVER 
£3,000,000. 


€— 


The British national revenue, for the 
first time in the current financial year, 
exceeds expenditure, and shows a surplus 
of £3,380,784. This is after including the 
debt payment to America and Sinking 
Fund payments of £5,518,653, transferred 
as a charge against revenue a fortnight 
ago. 

“At .the corresponding date a year ago 
there was a deficit of £69,365,446, but 
‘then, of course, the debt payments to 
America were on an altogether larger 
scale--£28,900,000° as compared with 
£3,500,000—and Sinking Fund payments 
were much greater, amounting to 
£15,161 ,209. , 

Ordinary revenue last week amounted to 
£22 065.000. and brought the total to 
February 24th to £631,766,084. In the 
five weeks left of the financial year 
£67,010,916 is required to complete the 
estimate of £698.777,000, an 
average of £13,402,183 a week, or a little 
less tlfan two-thirds of what was received 
last week. 

Ordinary expenditure last week was 
£11,169,.462, and brought the gtotal to 
February 24th to £619,562,255. 

The amount of estimated ordinary 
expenditure remaining unspent ‘is 
£78 982,745. : | 

The total ordinary revenue to February 
24th was £1,983,368 less than for the corre- 
sponding period last year, and the total 
ordinary expenditure was lower by 


‘£39, 435,085. 
INCOME TAX. 


Income tax receipts -last week were re- 
markably good, actually exceeding those of 
the corresponding week last year, and this 
despite the fact that only one-half of the 
year’s tax under certain schedules is pay- 
able, compared with three-quarters in the 
preceding year. 

The receipts were. £13,079,000, compared 
with £12,153,000, an increase of. £926,000. 
- Receipts from income tax from April Ist 
to February 24th were £186,673,000, com- 
pared with £201,849,000 for the similar 
period last year. | 

In the five weeks left of the financial 
year £42,077,000 is required to meet the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer’s estimate of 
nae gan an average of £8,400,000 a 
week. | . 

Customs receipts to February 24th were 
£161,214,000,, compared with £150,650,000 
for the corresponding period of last year. 

About £6,750,000 is required to meet the 
estimate for the year from this source, | 
_ Excise receipts were. £99,100,000, com- 
pared with £112,797,000, and but a little 
over £2°000,000 is needed in the remaining 
‘weeks of the financial year to reach the 
estimate. | :

INTEREST IN PROPOSAL. 


The suggestion put forward by Mr. James 
Healy, hon. secretary of the Irish, Amateur 
Boxing Association, that the different bodies 
or parties interested in the proposal to erect 
a suitable public hall in Dublin should come 
together and work out a scheme apportioning 
to each its quota of the financial burden, has 
aroused interest in many quarters in the-e.ty, 

When approached on the subject yesterday 
Lieutenant-Colonel 8. W. Carty, hon. secre- 
tary of the Dublin Philharmonic Society was 


| greatly interested in the suggestion. 


~ “TT consider, of course,” he said, ‘that a 
public hall is an absolute necessity for Dublm 
in order to provide suitable and adequate 
accommodation for all classes of lectures, 
meetings, athletic displays and concerts, and 
also to offer a Forum—so to say—where 
important questions of the day could be 
debated. 

“So far as I am concerned personally, and 
the ‘society too, we will do everything in our 
power to further that object: If it is a 
question of combining with bodies such as the 
Amateur Boxing Association, the Pioneer 
Total Abstinence Society, the Boys’ Brigade, 
the Scouts and others, we will be only to 
pleased to meet them and help in any con 
sidered scheme. : 

‘“In the. meantime,” said Colonel Carty, 
‘Tam more immediately. concerned with the 
question of what is to happen in the coming 
season—1934-35. I am convinced that it will 
not be possible to provide such a hall for the 
coming season, and, therefore, the activities 
of the various bodies having no place wherein 
to hold their usual meetings will be consider- - 
aly handicapped, and there is the great 
danger that most of these bodies will pass 
into oblivion. lt is only by continued efforts 
and by constant meetings and rehearsals of 
the various societies that you can keep them 
alive. If you allow your society to lapse, 
even for one season, it is well-nigh impossible 
to get the members back into the habit of 
attending rehearsals or meetings. : 

“ Therefore, I stro"nglv support the proposi- 
tion put forward by the Lord Mayor of Dublin, 
that in the meantime the Mansion House 
should be extended and altered. ‘These ex- 
tensions and alterations would only involve 
the expenditure of a comparatively small 
sum—the Lord Mayor’s estimate is £7,500— 
and that money,,if ‘expended hy the Corpora- 
tion, would. in my opinion, give a handsome 
return, even if later a big public hall were 
built. It would not be a anestion of wasting 
the citizens’ money at all, because-there would 
be plenty of use for the Mansion Heuse. 

“lf General Murphy will call a meeting and 
invite thereto representatives of all bodies 
interested, I. am sure I can speak for the Phil- 
harmonic Society and say that they will be 
only too glad to attend, and discuss practical 
schemes for the object of rais'ng money. 

“At the same time,” added Colonel Carty, 
“I still hold to the private view that it is the 
duty of the Municipality to erect such a con- 
cert hall for the citizens of Dublin.’

Moving the adoption of the report and 
statement of -accounts, the Chairman said 
that during the year 1935 the company car- 
ried fewer passengers and received less in 
fares—a reduction of 2,682,366 passengers 
and £10,947 in fares—but they should have 
in mind that the comparison was with 
Eucharistic Congress year, when traffies 
were exceptional, as against a very normal 
year on this occasion. In fact, except that 
they had a particularly fine summer, condi- 
tions otherwise were not favourable, as they 
had to run about the same mileage and use 
practically the same amount of electricity 
for lesser receipts. 

On the debit side of the account, the 
working and general charges were less by 
£5,579. 

Expenditure under the heading of main- 
tenance continued heavy owing to the pro- 
gramme for replacement of cars of the old 
pattern by new-type cars, which had been 
so popular. Ten of these new cars were 
put in service during the year, bringing the 
total, since they were first introduced m 
1931, up to 35 cars, so that. they had now 
ceased to be a novelty and had become 
almost common-place. 


NEW BUILDING SHOP AT 
INCHICORE, 


Further construction on the same lines 
was being continued in the present year, 
and good progress was being made in that 
direction. The works at Inchicore had, how- 
ever, caused considerable anxiety for some 
years past, as the buildings are old and un- 
suitable. The Board had decided to con- 
struct a new car body-building shop there, 
designed upon modern Meee, well lighted and 
providing ample space for building both car 
and ’bus bodies, Contracts had been entered 
itfto for this building. 

At their Ballsbridge truck works they had 
made some improvement, and had recently 
installed a modern double wheel turning lathe 
for truing and turning wheels. 

On the whole, and: notwithstanding the 
gloomy prophesies of many of their friends”

INEQUITABLE WAY-LEAVE. 


I cannot refrain, said the Chairman, from 
complaining once more of the continued exist- 
ence of inequitable way-leave charges, still 
exacted from this company, although the con- 
‘ditions under which they were originally im- 
posed have entirely altered. Coupled with 
costly liability for upkeep of considerable 
mileage of public roads,’ these charges con- 
stitute a heavy burden on our resources. That 
burden is made heavier still by constantly 
advancing rates assessments, which amounted 
last year to no less than £31,181, showing 
an increase of £1,262 on the previous year. 

From such of these heavy handicaps on our 
undertaking as are not endured by our com- 
petitors,.we can fairly claim relief. At all 
events, we make no extravagant demand when 
we expect immunity from any suggestion of 
further adverse discrimination, i 

I stress these considerations to-day because 
a few weeks ago it was seemingly seriously 
proposed by a presumably responsible body 
that the Tramway Company should be sub- 
jected to heavier licence charges than their 
road passenger rivals. The reason advanced 
for this extraordinary and, of course, not 
disinterested suggestion, was that the Tram- 
way Company “enjoyed preferential prices for 
the electricity supplied by the Electricity 
Supply Board to the company under agree- 
ment. 

The proposal is so fantastic and so mani- 
festly unjust that I would not have troubled 
to mention it at all, but for the reason put 
forward to justify it—viz., that this company 
enjoys some form of preferential treatment 
from the Fleetricity Sepals Board. This 
statement is simply and wholly untrue. If 
there is any balance of advantage accruing 
under the agreement to either of the two 
parties to it, that advantage really rests 
rather with the Electricity Supply Board than 
with the Tramway Company. The Tramway 
Company consumes approximately 27 per cent. 
of the whole output of the Electricity Supply 
Board for the Dublin area. and no less than 
14 per cent. of the whole combined output! 
from Ardnacrusha, the Pigeon House and 
Six generating stations—and that percentage 
constitutes a steady load from 16 to 18 hours 
n day—without it, the Electricity ‘Supply 
Board accounts would- assuredly present a 
distinctly less favourable aspect. 

It is only necessary, from a purely Tram- 
way point of view, to add that the price paid 
by the company for the current supplied to it 
was arrived at, after strictest examination and . 
expert critic.sm of the company’s own pro- 
<luction costs, and that the company received 
for its own already gutted power station scrap 
machinery price only. 


"BUS SERVICES INCREASED. 


Turning to the omnibus account—I am sorry 
we do not yet feel just.fied in giving accounts 
in as full detail as for the tramway section, 
but I hope at some later stage we will be able 
to give these without fear of their being used 
to our detriment. 

You will see, however, that the number 
of ‘buses is increased from 88 to 105, and 
others are in course of construction. This 
increase has again necessitated extension of 
garage space, and no further room is avail- 
able at, either Summerhi. cc Conyngham road 
garages. It has, on that account, been de- 
cided to utilise portion of the abandoned 
power station. Work has just been started 
at the equipment of the old boiler house at 
Ringsend as a garage 
pleted it will give the extra room. inme- 
diately required, and will be quite suitable. . 

Recent legislation has aimed at controlling 
and regulating road transport, and ‘buses 
can now only operate under licence from the 
Department of Industry and Commerce. I 
referred last year to the fact that we applied 
for 73 licences, but only 55 were granted 
in respect of some 31 routes. Since then the 
Road Traffic and Road Transport Bills have 
become law, and many of their provisions 
have been put into force. These Acts have 
paved the way for improved regulation of 
traffic, and will, it is hoped, tend: to greater 
ae and more regularity in services to the 

ublic. | 
: Under the Road Transport Act provision 
is made for railways and the Tramway Com:

NEW ROUTES ACQUIRED. 


Towards the end of the past year,the com- 
ny acquired the 8.0.8. service to Rath- 
arnham and one of the. services on the 
Dalkey route, which belonged to the Dublin 
and Dalkey ‘Bus Chiaiáid, and last month 
the company acquired the General Motor 
Services to Churchtown, East. road and Port- 
rane. The Board has keen in negotiation 
with a number of other "bus owners for the 
acquisition of their services, but the prices 
required by most of the owners appear to 
the Board. to be far in excess of their actual 
or potential value. 

Both the Road Transport, and the Road 
Traffic Act were passed in June of last year. 
Section 56 of the Traffic Act provides for 
compulsory insurance. This section came into 
operation the first day of this month, ' 

The Board decided that the company would 
continue to carry its own accident risks, and 
have complied with regulations. ees 

The payments for compensation in respect 
to accidents have fallen basis on the com- 
pany during the past year—the sum repre- 
sents £538 per million passengers carried by 
‘buses and £74 per million carried by the 
trams. The figures are rather high com- 
pared with those for similar undertakings in 
England and Scotland. poe 

he compensation awarded by Dublin juries 
would-appear to be on a very generous scale. 


TARIFFS ADD TO COST, 


With the adoption and growth of tariffs 
as a-national policy, there is not only in- 
creased cost of materials, which have to be 
ta. igor to be met, but there is also delay 
and added clerical labour in getting goods 
through the Customs, with the result that the 
works are at times held up for necessary 
materials. 

The capacity of the works is being ex- 
tended as far as practicable to enable us to 
make locally as many items of our own re- 
quirements as possible. 

The capital account, said the Chairman, 
showed an expenditure of £197in completion 
of the new sub-station at Cabra, which was 
proving very beneficial and working smvothly. 
The only other item was £1,169 for the -pur- 
chase of the interest in premises No. 60 
Upper O'Connell street. As the opportunity 
arose and additional -office accommodatior 
wag needed, these premises we.e acquired and 
were being joined up to the Fr Offices, 
They would be mainly ‘used hy the Traffic 
fanager’s staff, who would be transferred 
there, giving better facilities for dealing with 
increasing work of other departments. 

The balance to credit of revenue account 
for the omnibus seetion—namely, £6,884, com-

Mr. J. Maguire said that, considering all 
the circumstances, the competition the com- 
pany had to meet from the “buses, and the 
enormous burden of way-leaves, the share- 
holders had every reason to feel satisfied 
with the report.

MAN AND MICROBE. 


a a a 
A LINEN DRAPER’S 
DISCOVERY. 


Modern bacteriology owed a great debt to 

a linen draper of Delft, Leeuwnhoek, said 
Professor J. W. Bigger, who lectured yester- 
day on “Man and Microbe” at Trinity 
College, Dublin. » Leeuawnhoek lived at the 
beginning of the eighteenth century, and was 
the first man to observe microbes by means’ of 
a microscope. 
_ For many years these microbes puzzled the 
investigators, and they were usually explained 
on the theory of “spontaneous generation. 
It was thought that organic matter, if left 
to itself, would create life. The fact that 
cheese gave rise to maggots was one of the 
ab that, seemed to bear out, this idea, and 
the belief that a buried hair will urn into 
a worm, which was commonly held up: to 
the last. generation, is a relic of this early 
theory. : 

Pasteur was one of the first to explode this 
theory, proving that microbes did not come 
into existence spontaneously, but had 
“ parents ”” like every other living thing. His 
experiments with sealed flasks whose liquid 
contained no germs so long as air was 
excluded revealed the presence of bacteria in 
the air, and did much to help Lister in his 
study of antiseptics. Pasteur carried his 
investigations to great lengths, and his 
greatest triumphs were in connection with 
vaccination and hydrophobia. Robert Koch, 
a German doctor, was another great in-’ 
vestigator, and modern bacteriology could be 
said to date from 1881. 

The lecturer then proceeded to deal with 
the various kinds of bacteria and the methods 
of identifying them, illustrating bis remarks 
with lantern slides,

What was the condition of the company 
when Mr. McGuire left as compared with 
when he entered it, financially ’—It was 
better in figures to the extent approximately 
of £71,000, the whole of which was sunk in 
meeting capital expenditure, including sub- 
stantial liabilities which were there when 
Mr. McGuire came in. With regard to the 
circumstances generally, the evidence has 
shown that. at the time Mr. McGuire left, 
the company was in a very precarious condi- 
tion in its relation to the bank and other 
liabilities. 


Cross-examined by Mr. Overend, the wit- | 


ness said that in 1923 the liabilities of the 
company were £256,000, as appeared from 
the balance sheet. 

Mr. Overend referred the witness to a 
report of Messrs. Craig,.Gardner and Co., 
which stated that the liquid assets of the 
defendant company on the Sth April, 1925.

the bank, as a source of finance, was a very 
limited source. 

Witness—As a source for further advances. 

Mr. Overend—The capital was also sunk in 
buildings ”— Yes. 


AUDITORS’ ADVICE. 


The witness, answering questions* about 
deposits, said that he had a recollection of a 
report in which the auditors told the direc- 
tors that they were assuming a grave re- 
sponsibility in accepting any further deposits. 
That was a recommendation from the auditors. 

Mr. Justice Hanna asked the witness what 
value he attached to the recommendation,

The witness replied that he was not dis- 
paraging the recommendation. He had not 
the statement before him. 

Mr. QOverend said that the company had 
reached the stage where the bank had been 
exhausted as a source of further advance, and 
if it acted on the advice of the auditors the 
source of further deposits was also exhausted. 
Was not credit, he asked, the only source of 
finance left for the company ? 

“I think,” said the witness, “it is like 
trying to protect the attic without looking 
to your foundation.” . 

Mr. Overend—Is not this a case in which 
the attic is supporting the foundation ?—1 do 
not, agree. 

If the trade creditors refused further credit 
to the:company, could Clerys have carried 
on another week ’~-No more than many other 
firms. 

Did Craig Gardner report in 1927 that 
Clerys were insolvent?—I do not know that 
they used those exact words. 


ALWAYS SOLVENT. 


Mr. Overend referred to a report of the 
auditors of 8th June, 1927, regarding the 
financial position of the company, and the 
witness said that the report stressed the pos- 
sibility of what might happen if trouble arose 
with the bank, but as a going concern Clerys 
was solvent and always had been solvent. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Was it to give a 
serious warning to the directors? 

Witness— Undoubtedly. 

Did not the fixed assets, asked Mr. 
Overend, cost £350,000? Was not Dr. 
Murphy 's £49,000 brought in solely to meet 
the builders?’—That is so. 


trade creditors’ ?—They were very substantial. 

The book debts in 1923 were not sufficient 

to meet the debts then payable?—Not in 
1923. 
In the report of June, 1927, the auditors 
made certain recommendations. tr said 
that substantial profits must be made and 
retained for the purpose of repaying liabili- 
ties?—That is so. 

I take it that in a business of this kind 
there is a limit to the amount of profit that 
is possible. The normal 
ranged around 25 or 26 per cent. On the 
turn over you cannot expect increased profits? 
That is so. ' 

Is there a limit to the speed at which 
stock can be turned over !—Yes. 

Was not this company turning over its 
stock as rapidly as was possible!—It was 
turning over at a rate which was quite good 
in comparison with other businesses. 

In reply to further questions, witness said 
that there was no other way in which profits 
could be increased except by increasing 
stock. 

Counsel went on to refer to the report of 
March, 1924, in which the auditors said that 
substantial profits must be made and retained. 
It also stated that the company was short 
of working capital. In 1927 the suggestion 
was that the profits should be applied in the 
reduction of liabilities. ‘ 

“Ts not that the same thing?” asked 
witness. 

Is it substantially the same thing whether 
capital liabilities are reduced out of profits— 
debentures, for instance ’?—I do not agree. 

The investment of profits’ in increase of 
stock. if it could be utilised, is a sound way 
of carrying on a business?’—To the extent 
that you are able to finance that. 


SOURCE OF CAPITAL. 


The limit of Clery’s capital was the, extent 
to which it could obtain credit from trade 
ereditors?—Oh, no. There was the bank and 
the trade creditors. 

Until 1926 the bank did not call for redue- 
tions. After 1926 it made very large de- 
mands for reductions?- I would not call them 
large. 

Witness stated that they were as much 
as the company could afford to pay. Counsel 
could take it that the profits of the company 
were strained to the utmost. 
that when tariffs became leviable it had 
a material effect on the company’s. position. 
They paid about £2,000 a week. ; 

Counsel referred to the report of órd 

April, 1930, which stated that having re- 
gard to the importance of reducing liabilities 
it was regrettable that it Had not been 
possible to reduce the stock. How could they 
keep down their stock and increase their 
profits at the same time?—It could not be 
done, 
Would you regard the sams spent in fittings 
and fixtures reasonable in a business of this 
kind ?—You would be faced with a subtan- 
tial expenditure every year on fixtures. 

Was there a serious fall in prices from 1927 
onwards ?—There was a serious fall in prices 
for the ten years, a fall of about 35 per cent. 

If you have, say, a 40 per cent. decrease in 
prices must not you have an increase per- 
centage in your volume of trade to keep up 
your turn over?—To keep up your turn over 
in money value you must. 

If you are to increase your volume of trade 


amount of stock and storing room for it ?— 
You would. It depends how often you turn 
over your stock. 

In this case it was quite reasonable that 
there should be expenditure in stock every 
year ?—I would not connect the expenditure 
on fittings with the drop in prices. .

Mr. Justice Hanna said that in his direct

COMMISSION LEGALLY DUE. 


The opinion of counsel was submitted to 
the board on the,2lst. November,.1927, On 
the 4th May, 1931, Messrs. O'Connor and 
‘Dudley applied on behalf of Mr. Christopher 
Murphy for payment of his deposit, interest 
and salary. There had been a numbér of 
consultations with counsel. When he was ir 
London in September, 1931, he received a 
letter from Mr. McGuire asking him to pre- 
pare a case for a reliable counsel in London, 
stating that no matter ‘what the nature of 
the advice might be, he did not want it to 
be told to the other directors, who were par 
ticularly interested in the company losing 
the case, and that, of course, when the case 
was over he would tell them what he had 
done. On the 27th October, 1931, he re- 
ceived a telegram from Mr. McGuire, from 
Euston, asking him not to discuss any asve2t 
of the case with any of the directors, and 
that if a meeting were called in his absence te 
ask them to defer it, 


Cecil Turner, an English barrister?—Not 
then; I arranged a conference with him.

Subsequently, in respect to the claim for 
salary which had been excluded by the Court 
of Appeal—what happened  that’—Imme- 
diately Messrs. O'Connor and Dudley wrote 
demanding payment, A writ was issued, and 
it was subsequently paid. There was abso- 
lutely no defence. The claim was for arrears 
and interest on his deposit. 

Mr. Wood prefaced his next question with 
the warning, “ Do not answer this until you 
get permission from the Judge,' and asked: 
‘Throughout the entire of that litigation 
with Mr. Murphy, was Mr. McGuire advised 
by counsel and yourself that there was no 
defence to this action? ”” 

Mr. Overend immediately objected, and 
said: ‘‘ Surely that answer cannot be given. 
If ever anything that passed between solicitor 
and client was privileged, surely this is.” 

Mr. Justice wai (to the witness)—Was 
Mr. McGuire independently advised? Did 
you give him private advice throughout this 
litigation?—Never. "The first thing I knew 


about it was when the three writs were issued. 

Mr. Wood-—During the litigation did you 
advise him as managing director of Clerys?— 
Absolutely 

What advice did you give him? 

Mr. Justice Hanna—To the 
through him?

IRREGULAR, SAYS COUNSEL 


Mr. Overend again submitted that this evi- 
dence was irregular, and should be ruled out, 
The opinions were written documents in the 
possession of Mr. Stapleton, and should be 
produced. * 

Mr. Justice Hanna said that Mr. Stapleton 
was only giving him the substance of the 
documents for his convenience. 

Mr. Overend—The suggestion is that a 
member of our profession who is gone gave 
this advice. 

Mr.. Wood—There is no suggestion of the 
kind, and do not you make it against him. 

The witness said that there could be no 
suggestion made against Mr. Dickie, because 
Mr. Overend and Mr. FitzGerald were at the 
consultation at which it happened. Mr. Dickie 
found a flaw in the assignment, and he said 
it was a good point, and “' let them walk into 
it.’ That ruled out two of the actions. 
Afterwards they found out the mistake, but 
Mr. Christopher Murphy’s action went on. 

Mr. Wood—Subsequently on the 9th De- 
cember, 1931, did you obtain an opinion from 
Mr. Dickie and Mr, Overend?—I did.

How did they get there?—I submitted a 
case to Mr. Dickie and Mr. Overend, and 
we had a consultation, and Mr. McGuire 
was present. He wanted to be advised about 
the Murphy deposits. The case was sub- 
mitted to counsel really on the question 
of the validity of the deposits. Mr. McGuire 
told counsel—which 1 had not set out in the 
case—that Dr, Murphy had lent this £50,000, 
and there was a lot of talk about capital and 
that sort of thing, and Mr, Overend said, 
“ Mr. McGuire, if you put that in writing we 
will give you the opinion we give you now.” 
Mr. MeGuire said, “I will do that.” Mr. 
McGuire gave me a short memorandum, and 
I gave it to Mr. Overend and he said, “That 
is not full enough—that is not what he said 
at the consultation.’’ I afterwards went 
back to Mr. McGuire and told him that 
Mr. Overend was not satisfied, and wanted 
a fuller statement. I told Mr. McGuire that 
Mr. Overend, in fact, wanted what he had 
said at the consultation. Mr. McGuire then 
wrote a longer memorandum, and he gave it 
to me, and T gave it to Mr. Overend. These 
are on the minutes. 


STATEMENT TO BANK, 


The witness was next questioned about his 
being sent to the bank in consequence of 
Sir Christopher Nixon finding a letter which 
Mr. MeGnire had sent to the bank saying 
that the company had a fine year. und look- 
ing for £4.000. As a result of his visit the 
bank wrote a letter stating that the authorisad 
overdraft had heen exceeded by £1.722, and 
adding, “ This must be put right without 
delay “ i 

In eross-examínation, Mr. FitzGerald asked 
the witness if he was suggesting that counsel 
advised Mr. McGuire hefore he went to the 
Suprema Court that the company had no 
case against Mr. Murphy ?—I am not sug- 


| gesting that. 


Mr. FitzGerald--As a matter of fact, was 
the company not advised that it had a good 
defence to Mr. Christopher Murphy’s action ? 

The witness answered in the affirmative, 
‘and was proceeding to explain the answer 
further when 

Mr. FitzGerald objected, and said the only 
answer he wanted was “ Yes” or “No,” 
and he was satisfied with @M@ answer he 
had got. 


The witness persisted in giving his ex- 


planation, and said that the claim of Mr. 
Christopher Murphy was for arrears of his 
directors’ fees. Mr. Murphy sued under his 
own name, and there had been no technical 
segregation of thé allotment, ‘‘ Counsel,” he 
said, ‘‘ are going to hear me now. They are 
not going to make a puppet of me in the 
witness-box——they said we will get away with 
that, but there is no defence to it afterwards. 
If all the directors are joined, there is no 
defence to it.” 

Mr, VitzGeraid intimated that he would 
not question the witness further, and Mr. 
Leonard said that that concluded the evidence 
for thc defendants. ) 

Mr. Leonard, addiessing the Court, said 
that he propgsed to submit four main 
grounds, a.y one of which would in itself 
be sufficient to justify the defendants in ter- 
minating the plaintiff's employment. - The 
meaning and effect of the plaintiff's agree- 
ment would be really important only in re- 
spect of one of them, If the view put for- 
ward by the defendants about the meaning 
of the agreement was coriect—and he sub- 
mitted it was the view taken by Mr. Justice 
Meredith—he would contend that on the 
facts which had been admitted, or which 
had been proved beyond any reasonable ques- 
lion of correction, and on the ground of the 
plaintiff's refusal to give effect to the orders 
given him on 4th September, 1933, the de- 
fendants would be entitled to a direction if 
there were a jury in the case. On 4th Sep- 
tember, 1933, plaintiff was ordered to pay 
£100 weekly out of the daily takings to the 
bank’s nominees (who were the assignees of 
the depositors) in reduction of’ the arrears 
of interest, which had been accruing since 
20th March, 1931. 


EFFECT ON THE COMPANY. 


Counsel said that he was not forgetting 
that some of the directors may have been 
affected in their personal capacity according 
as such interest was or was not paid, but he 
would submit that any such question was 
immaterial, and that what had to be con- 
sidered was the effect on the company of the 
non-payment of the accruing interest and the 
growth of the arrears of that interest. There 
was no practical difficulty in complying with 
the order of 4th September. There were 
ample funds available to meet it. In that 
connection the plaintiff's own evidence showed 
that he could have complied with the order, 
because he said it was part of a plan to 
take more money out of the company than 
the company could afford to pay. t was 
nothing of the kind, and, on the facts and 
documents, the conclusion must be reached 
that the plaintiff knew it was nothing of the 
kind. Plaintiff had suggested tliat he 
thought that the resolution was “the thin 
end of the wedge” and ‘the turning on of 
the tap’’ and was intended to lead to the 
withdrawal of the deposits, the whole prin- 
cipal sum of £68,000. In April, 1931, plaintiff 


was told the nature of the arrangement which 


Sir Christopher Nixon had made with the 
bank. It followed from the arrangement that 
there would be no withdrawal of the deposits 
during the rest of the 15 years’ term of the 
plaintiff's agreement, which ran from 23rd 
March, 1923, to March, 1938. Each yéar after 
March, 1931, the bank was to receive in 
reduction of the £25,000 they had advanced 
for payment to Dr. Murphy £4,000, made up 
of the accruing interest on the deposits, 
£3,500, and the difference to make up the 
£4,000 from Sir Christopher Nixon’s salary 
as chairman. In any event, said counsel, sup- 
posing the plaintiff did think the resolution 
was intended to lead up to something further. 
that would entitle him to complain of the 
order if he could carry it out. He says he 
was afraid the directors might go on to order 
the payment of ths principal sum due for the 
deposits. The most obvious way to make 
likely a ¢laim for the principal sum of the 
deposits was a refusal to pay the accruing 
interest. 


RISK OF LIQUIDATION, 


That involved a real risk of the liquidation 
of the company, and it was the duty of the 
directors to see that no such 
curred, Bat, suppose the plaintiff was 
bona fide in the belie” that under his agree- 
ment ha was entitled to do an act of which 
the hoard complained, did that take away the 
hoard’s right to terminate his employment?

GOOD PROSPECT OF 
‘RECOVERY. 


Mr. Thomas Richardson, chairman of 
directors, presided at the annual mentee of 
the Belfast and County Down Railway, held 
in the boardroom, Belfast terminus, yester-

In three 
years, when the London Naval Treaty 
will have expired, Britain will not 
enjoy even the position of “ parity”’ 
with the United States to which she is 
entitled under that treaty. To-day. she 
possesses as many capital ships. as the 
United States, and considerably more

Italy’s 30. In the matter of flotilla 
leaders and destroyers, however, Britain is 
strikingly inferior to the United States, 
though stronger than any of the other 
three Powers; and in submarines she is 
weaker than any of them. These figures, 
disturbing as they are, fail to reveal the 
full extent of Britain’s peril ; for the Blue 
Book discloses that the British ships are, 
as a rule, much older than those of the 
other nations. Every class of warship is 
regarded\as “' good ” for a definite period 
of time, after which it is “ over age ” and, 
for practical purposes, obsolete.. At the

They have pteached disarmament to the 
other Powers by the rigorous “ axing’ of 
their own defences; but the other Powers 
have declined to make any response in 
kind, and their navies have gone from 
strength to strength accordingly as 
Britain’s Navy has diminished. Moreover, 
the ordinary, necessary work of replace- 
ment, forbidden neither by formal treaty 
nor by the claims of “' internationalism,” 
has. been neglected, in order that the 
socialistic services may be safe. 

Great Britain is almost—if not quite— 
as neglectful of the Royal Air Force as of 
the Navy. The forthcoming estimates will 
provide for the addition of three regular 
squadrons to the Royal Air Force, bring- 


ing the total strength of that arm up to 


forty-five squadrons. Eleven years ago 
the least strength necessary for Britain’s 
air security was reckoned at fifty-two 
equadrons—and this reckoning was made 
at a time when the Air Forces of the other 
Powers were far weaker“than they are to- 
day. At the present moment, in respect 
of air strength, she is only sixth among 
the nations. The three new squadrons will 
make no difference, except to leave her 
inferiority even more strongly pronounced ;

_ A Spanish Warning. 


Successful revolutions always create 
problems of political blackmail. Every- 
body who has helped to make a revolution 


and his loyalty must be purchased at the 
taxpayers’ expense. Spain’s new Govern- 
ment has inherited a heavy legacy of this 
kind from Sefior Azafia’s Cabinet. The 
postal and telegraph officials took a pro- 
minent part in the revolution of April, 
1931; indeed, they hoisted the red flag 
before the actual fall of the Monarchy. 
For these services they claimed, and 
received, special consideration. Their trade 
union was endowed with such privileges 
that now, in the words of Sefior Cid, the 
new Minister of Communications, it ““-con- 
stitutes a State within the . State.” 
Naturally, Socialism exalts the trade 
unions, but in this case the autocracy of 
the Postal Union has been attended -by a 


The cost of their administration has 
advanced by leaps and bounds ; inefficiency 
is rampant, and the posting of a letter or 
parcel no longer is any guarantee that it 
will be delivered. Now the Spanish public, 
though notoriously long-suffering and easy- 
going in such matters, has become so 
restive that the Cabinet is being forced 
to action. It has decided to re-establish 
discipline at the General Post Office in 
Madrid—which is the chief offender—and 
to revoke the more extravagant powers 
that the Azafia Cabinet conferred on the 
Postal Officials’ Union. The union, how- 
ever, defies the new Minister, maintaining 
that its powers are derived from a law 
voted by the Cortes in 1932; and it will 
appeal to the Tribunal of Constitutional 
Guarantees, It is an interesting detail 
that the lower ranks of the postal service 
seem to have gained no benefit from the 
aggrandisement of their union; they 
complain that many rural postmen. still 
are earning only sevenpence a day, If 
Sefior Cid can clean this Augean stable, 
he will bring new honour to a name that 
is famous in Spanish history. 


Social Clubs. 


One of the many signs of economic 
depression in these islands during recent 
years has been the decline in the member- 
ship of social clubs. Year after year, with 
the approach of January, club-men have 
been torn between the renewal of their 
subscriptions and the importunities of the 
meome tax coHector; and the result has 
been that many inveterate club members 
have been forced to abandon their old 
habits. It seems- now, however, that in 
London, at any rate, the revival of pros- 
perity is beginning to have its effect on the 
Two years ago a private census of 
club membership in the West End showed 
that there had been a general decrease of 
about fifteen per cent., and that some of the 
more expensive establishments had lost a 
quarter of their members.‘ To-day there is 
a definite improvement. Most of the clubs 
report a rising membership list and trea- 
surers are beginning to feel happy again. 
One of the reasons for the change is the 
fact that many clubs nowadays have 
agreed to allow women visitors. Members 
may bring their wives to dinner on 
selected nights, and some clubs have 
established branches .for women members, 


very substantially. Men spend more 
money in their clubs when their wives are 
present; and in Dublin, as in London, 
some committees have found that the 
admission of women has tended to improve, 
rather than to curtail, the amenities of 
club life. Householders find that they can 
save money by the giving of dinner paities 
in their clubs instead of in their own 
homes; and bachelors can entertain their 
women friends in pleasant surroundings.

SENATE’S AUTHORITY. 

Business in the Senate will open with 
the discussion on Mr. Blythe’s motion, 
asking the Committee on Procedure and 
Privileges to investigate the circumstances 
in which two men wearing blue shirts 
were refused admission to Leinster House 
last Wednesday on the instructions of the 
Minister for Defence, although they had 
permits from the Chairman of the Senate 
to visit that House.

No official 
communication to this effect was conveved 
to the Chairman of the Senate until last 
Wednesday, after he had informed the 
Minister for Justice that the matte: was 
going to be raised in the House. 

The Chairman said that it was quite 
clear that a breach of privilege had been 
committed by the Minister, and he added : 
‘* Fortunately, there are ways and means, 
and very definite ways and means, of up- 
holding and enforcing the privileges of 
this House.”

IRISHMEN IN THE GREAT WAR. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sik,—The following is the statement made 
by Mr. Lloyd George in the House of 
Commons, on the 18th of October, 1916, with 
regard to recruiting in Ireland :-—' I wish I 
could give an answer to@Mr. Redmond’s criti- 
cisms.

Your correspondent “' Interested ’’ mentions

“PRINCESS MAUD” 
AT LARNE. 


‘TRANSPORT IN

BULK AST, Tuesday. 

HE new London, Midland and Scottish 
LL Railway steamer, Princess Maud, which 
will take up service on the Larne and, 


Stranraer route on Thursday, made her first | 


rt-to-port run this afternoon, arriving at 
goin arbour at midday. 

The vesáel, which was launched last De- 
cember by Viscountess Craigavon, is one of 
the best-fitted cross-Channel steamers afloat, 
She is a single-funnelled vessel of the cruiser 
stern type, with four decks and a gross 
tonnage of 2,896. She is 330 feet in length, 
49 feet in beam, and the cargo st emg is 
about 40,000 cubic feet, and in addition there 
is space for baggage, mails, motor cars and 
240 head of cattle. Her service speed is 20 
knots, and there is accommodation for about 
1,250 passengers. 


NEW VESSEL WELCOMED. 


A distinguished and representative gather- 
ing to welcome the new steamer included 
several Ministers of the Northern Ireland 
Government—Right Hon. H. M. Pollock, 
Minister of Finance; Right Hon. Sir Dawson 
Bates, Minister of Home Affairs, and Right 
Hon. J. M, Andrews, Minister cf Labour, 
with the Right Hon. Thomas Moles, Deputy 
Speaker, and Mr. George B. Hanna, K.C., 
Parlianientary Secretary to the Ministry of 
Home Affairs. 

At a luncheon in the Laharna Hotel, Larne, 
Sir Dawson Bates, proposing the toast of. 
‘The London, Midland and Scottish Rail- 
way,” said that nothing wes more essential 
to the welfare of Ulster than adequate and 
cheap transport arrangements with Great 
Britain, on whom they depended so much for 
material prosperity, ana it was gratifying to 
find the L.M.S. further developing these 
transport facilities. The Government of 
Northern Ireland had introduced transport 
legislation which assisted the railways, and 
this had been copied by Great Britain. He 
congratulated the L.M.S. nye putting such 
a wonderful ship on the Larne-Stranraer 
service. 

Sir Thomas Hyder, Bart., a director of 
the L.M.S., responding, said that he was 
glad to know that. the Northern Ireland 
(jovernment was considering the relation be- 
tween the railways and road transport, and 
that legislation on this subject was pro- 
mised in the near future. The Larne and 
Stranraer service last year carried 139,000 
passengers, and 70,000 tons of mails, 18,500 
tons of merchandise, many motor cars and 
many thousand head of cattle. The new 
vessel was the latest conception of modern 
naval architecture.

THE DOLL MOUSE, 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—It is to be feared that “ Quidnunc’s”’ 
reply to a correspondent may help to keep 
alive the erroneous belief that the harvest 
mouse is found in Ireland. It is, of course, 
quite absent. The animal accurately described 
in the lady’s letter is the lesser or pigmy 
shrew—the only species of shrew known in 
this country—and the ‘long hooked nose ”’ 
ascribed to it is no “'freak,” but a notice- 
able feature in this as in other members of 
the shrew family. 

The “' pishogue ” quoted as to the deadly 
efiect of this little creature’s activities is 
by no means confined to Ireland. All readers 
of Gilbert White will remember his statement 
(written in 1776) that “it is supposed that 
the shrew-mouse is of so baneful and 
deleterious a nature that wherever it creeps 
over a beast, be it horse, cow, or sheep, the 
suffering animal is afflicted with cruel 
anguish, and threatened with loss of the 
use of the limb.”” For the cure of such 
visitations the cruel remedy known as the 
‘“ shrew-ash '—an ash-tree to whose twigs 
healing properties had been imparted by the 
plugging-up of a live shrew within its trunk 
—was in full use in many parts of England 
up to White’s day, if not later; but, whether 
this institution ever existed in Ireland I 
cannot say. Information on this point would

At the gates Hannon stopped 
the car and said: ‘‘ For God's sake, let 
me -go,’’ and added that he would never 
do it again. The brother-in-law, Finlay, then 
came up and entered the car. “I told Hannon 
to proceed to the barracks,” said witness, 
‘* but instead he increased his speed, and I 
signalled to the Guard a distance away. 1 
caught the wheel with my right hand with 
the object. of causing it to swerve, and 
Finlay caught me by the neck and held me. 
The next thing I knew was that the car 
crashed into McBride's shop and smashed the 
door and damaged the walls. At the crash 
Finlay jumped out and ran towards the 
Monaghan road: I shouted to Guard O'Farrell 
to pursue him, but he escaped and is atill 
at large. Hannon did not make any attempt 
to escape.
